. Which makes it ſtill more deplorable is, 
that they have, in a great meaſure, been 
brought to this languiſhing State by thoſe 
who really wiſh their Countrey's Good ; and 
that even thoſe are ftill the men that moſt 
endanger the Liberty and Property ,- about 
which they have ſo inceſſantly ſtrove: For 
whether King James, or K. Wilham prevails, 
a!l our ancient Privileges ſeem expiring ;-and 
'we are threatened, on all fides, with Milita- 
ry and: Arbitrary Government, unleſs. we 
make a Tender of the Crown upon the Terms 
of the Conftitution, to the King we have hi- 
therto Abdicated, and who cannot, in com- 
mon-Honefty, and according to the genuine 
Genification of the Word, be ſaid to have ab- 
. dicated his Crown, till be refuſes it upon 
thoſe Terms; which if he ſhould, the Di- 
ſtinction of His and the //;llsamite Party 
would ſoon have an End, and we ſhould all 
Join againſt Him and France, as common 
. Foes, and fight pro Ars © Foos to the ut- 
moft Extremity, and with that united Reſo- 
lution, that Religion and neceſlity inſpire, 
I do in my Conſcience believe, there are not 
in - Ewg/and fo ſenfible and worthy Men as 
thoſe who frequent - the Roſe, and Richard's,

*+tablyy and above all, loſe, not any Oppor- 


tunity of being acquainted with the ſtate of 
Things abroad : Perhaps you have loft goud 
ones, of having; been early informed of Europe, 
of Princes Courts, of their Inclinations and 
Motions too. -Can't you examine Things, 
and do afterwards as you your felves think 
moſt Advifable? Whilft I write thus to you, 
perhaps F am too much in the Dark my ſelf; 
but could I ſee you growing capable of ſuch 
Debates, I queſtion not but that you might 
fall into Methods more likely, and more ra- 


tional thaa thoſe, that _ preſerve ſuch 


Men as you lately hated; and to give them 
an Opportunity to ſecure themſelves at your 
Hazard. If you will be true to your own 
Principles, you muſt miſlike Miſmanagement 
as well in one Man as another, and: that will
